Perils of the Diver. 


FRIGHTFUL ACCIDENT TO A SUBMARINE 
DIVER AT DETROIT, BY THE BURSTING 
OF THE AIR PIPE OF HIS ARMOR. 

{From the Detroit Free Press, } 

E. B, Harmngton, the renowned diver, 
yesterday met with a terrible accident, 
which came yery near proving fatal. He 
had been engaged to raise a small brass 
cannon, which was lately lost overboard 
from the Canadian gunboat Prince Alfred, 
about fifty feet from the ferry dock ut 
Windsor, in thirty-five feet of water. He 
donned his armor about one o’clock, and 
in company with his assistants, proceeded 
to the spot and began operations. The 
first time he went down he was gone about 
a quarter of an hour, when he signaled to 
be drawn to the surface, which was imme- 
diately done, 

The second time Harrington descended, | 
he was gone perhaps an hour, his course 
being easily traced by the bubbles on the | 
surface, caused by the exhaustion of air 
below. All at once a sudden report was 
heard, and almost immediately afterward | 
a pull was felt on the signalrope. The men 
in the boat at once began hauling in for] 
dear life,and word passed among the crowd | 
on shore that the sir-pipe had bursted.— 
The effect of this announcement was elec 
trical ; men rushed hither and thither, pale 
and frightened, and a frantic rush was 
made to the spot where he was last seen. — 
Atter what seemed an hour of terrible sug 

pense, Harrington’s head appeared, and 
then his left hand, feebly waving back and 

forth, but there were no other signs of life, 


Owing to the immense weight attached to | 


his dress, it was found impossible to lift 
him into the yawl boat, and he was held 
suspended in the water for nearly a minute, 
when the ferry boat Hssex came alongside. 
Captain Jenkins at once jumped into the 
amall boat, and adding his gigantic 
strength to that of the others, soon had a 
rope passed under Harrington’sarms, when 
he was hauled up out of the water and 
placed on the lower deck of the Lysex, 

The head-piece was instantly wrenched off, 
but what an awtul spectacle greeted those 
who looked upon the sufferer. Blood was 
oozing from every part of his body from the 
waist up, and gushed from his eyes, ears and 
nostrils, while he was puffed and bloated 
beyond recognition, Both eyes were fright 
fully swollen. and hia neck looked as if he 
had been choked severely, while with every 
movement blood gushed from his throat,

RELATIVE TAXATION IN GREAT BRITAIN, 
—A return has just been issued to an order ; 
of the House of Commons, purporting to 
show the relative taxation per headin 
Great Britain (excluding Ireland) in the 
years 1841, 1851, and 1861. ‘This,is ascer- 
tained by dividing the gross revenue levied 
(exclusive of casual and miscellaneous re- 
ceipts, of course, which are not taxes)by 
the population in each year, But the re. 
turn is deceptive, inasmuch as it includes 
the gross Post-oflice receipts under the 
head of reyenue-an obvious but common 
error Which has been so of.e2 pointed ont 
that it ought not to be persisted in, for, in 
the first place, the gross Post-oflice re- 
ceipts can clearly in no sense be called 
revenue, but only the net receipts, can ‘in 
no sense be considered as taxations 
inashmuch as they are merely the profit 
made by the Government on a business 
which it undertakes for the service of the 
nation, The return is also defective, more- 
over in other respects. It does not em- 
brace the whole of the United Kingdom, 
and it is not brought down to the present 
We have rectified both errors, ‘and 
present the comparison of the taxation, per 
head as given in the patiimentary return 
for Great Britain, and agit actually is for 
the whole kingdom. In 1841 the appar- 
ent taxation per head for Great Britain 
was £2 11s.6d; in 1851, £2 93, 9d. ;,in 1861, 
| £2 and 1866, £2 9s. 2d. . The real tax- 
ation per head for the United Kingdom 
was in 1841, £119, 6.; 1851, £1 18s. 1861, 
£2.43, 6d.; and in 1866, £2 18> 10d, — Pall

These 
ancient F'ranks,when they conterred knight- 
hood, practised bathing, amongst: other 
rites, before they performed their vigils ; 
and they were hence denominated Knights 
of the Bath. Henry TY., on the day.of his 
coronation in the tower of London, con- 
ferred the degree upon the forty-six esqnires, 
who hid watched all the night before, and 
who likd bathed themselves, From that 
| time it was customary with the kings to 
confer'this dignity preceding their corona- 
tions, the coronations of their queens, the 
birthsand marriages of the royal issue, &¢, ; 
several Knights ot’ the Bath were made at 
the coronation of King Charles IL., in 166 ' 
after Which the order was neglected’ until 
1725, When George I. revived it, and or- 
dered) a book of statutes for the govern- 
ment jof it.

Nearly one hundred Persous 
Proutrated by Lightning. 


From the Buffalo Express, July 1 


Last Thursday afternoon, asa large crowd 
were assembléd in the Fair grounds of the 
Springfield Union Agricultnral Association, 
a thunder shower camé up, and the people 
sought shelter in the exhibition sheds,— 
Suddenly the lightning struck one of these 
sheds, which contained men, women, and 
horses, About a hundred persons were 
paralyzed in an instant, falling on their 
fuces, and as many as fifty were rendered 
insensible for five. or ten minutes, while 
sbont a dozen were seriously burned. Twa 
horses were killed on the spot, An old 
gentleman named Jolin Gordenier, and two 
or three others are not expected to recover, 
One woman was prostrated and deprived ot 
her senses but not her power of locomotion ; 
she instinctively gathered herseif up and 
was conyeyed to Holmes’ Hotel, and cdeclar 
ed she lad no Knowledge of What took 
place after the fash until she found hervelt 
in @ room at the honse. The lightning 
struck a post in the centre of the shed, 
against which Henry Tillov, the landlord of 
the West Falls Hotel, was leaning, aud to 
which a horse was attached by a cliain 
halter. ‘Lhe horse was killed instantly, 
while Mr. Tillon escaped by being dazed 
and knocked down, A singular fact men- 
tioned in connection with the strange freak 
of the electric fluid is that all the persons 
rendered jusensible fell upon their faces, 

A young Indy named Miss Nellie Cassey 
was quite seriously injured and her dress 
svorched, but did not take fire, Another 
woman was strack ou the shoulder, the

U.S. Congress. 


EXECUTION OF MAXIMILIAN, 
Mr, Schenck moved to suspend the rules 
to offer a set of resolutions in regard to 
Mexico, declaring thatevery nation bas the 
right to quell insurrection and repel inva 
sion ; that all orders of nobility, and all 
assumed right to rule based on birth or 
accident, are obnoxious to a free people ; 
that Congress looks with anxious hope for 
the prosperity of all republican governments 
and especi 1 ' 
with pleasure the information of the resto 
ration of the power of the government to 
the people over the self-styled Prince and 
Emperor Maximilian, of the so called 
Royal House of Hapsburg ; that the at 
tempt to imperialize Mexico would not have 
been made if the United States had not 
been engaged in civil war, and was part of 
a gigantic effort to destroy the Republic in 
which the slaye power and the European 
aristocracy labored in concert, that the fall 
of Maximilian and the annihilation of its 
usurped authority, were necessary for the 
snecess of Republican principles and the 
Government of Mexico, and were eminently 
right aud proper, and that the United 
States could not look with unconcern on 
the attempt to control the Government or 
destinies of Mexico by Powers in antagon- 
ism with Republican Governments, 

Mr. Wood expressed his regret that any 
member of the American Congress should 
endorse the barbarous assassination of Max- 
imilian. He was reminded by the Speaker 
that the resolution was not yet before the 
House. 

The House refused to suspend the rules, 
and the resolutions were not received, 


The“ Good Time” Come at Last. 

From the following description it would 
appear that the “good time coming” 
whicli has been so long talked of, bas come 
at last, at least in Australia :— 


Of all the bappy lands, so far as peace 
and plenty can produce happiness, Victoria, 
in Australia, must be among the foremost. 
There we see the pleasant and very unusnal 
combination of high wages for the laborer 
and low provisions for the consumer, while 
an abundance incrops makes the farmers! 
remuneration satisfactory and suficient.— 
The return of 1866 showed that there were 
one head of neat cattle, fourteen sheep, one 
fifth of a horse and one eitgth of a pig to 
every map, woman and child in the colony, 
and what is moreto the purpose, that this 
stock was pretty evenly divided. The pres- 
ent yearhas been even more a season of 
plenty. Wheat goes begging at 2s. 9d. a 

ushel, and all the necessaries of life in the 
way of staple productions are equally alun- 
dant and cheap.

Thrilling Scene at a Cirer 


Lhe Rochester Democrat, July 6, says: 
At the closing scene of the performance of 
Thayer & Noyes’ Circus, on ‘Thursday 
evening, a large cag containing two lions 
and tio lionesses was drawn into the ring, 
and Mr. Charles White, the keeper, entered 
it.

Suddenly the animal made 
a spring and siezed Mr. White by the 
shoulder with his teeth, shaking him asa 
dog would a cat, and finally throwing him 
on his back upon the floor of the cage. A| 
thrill of horror passed through the assem 
blage of spectators. Ladies screamed and 
fainted; many people hastened to leave 
the establishment; some with terror 
blanched countenances awaiting in silence 
the result, and others rushed in the ring, 
vaguely and vainly hoping to rescue the | 
adyenturous lion-tamer from the fate which 
apparently awaited him. Meanwhile Mr. 
White coolly awaited the issue. He was 
helpless for the moment, the lion, with 
both fore paws upon his breast, holding 
him down and retaining his shoulder with- 
in.those terrible jaws. The angry growls 
of the ferocious beast were frightful, and he 
was evidently determined to make the most 
of his opportunity.

Comparative Production in| 


Good and Bad Farming. | 


*, 


_ J*Stanton Gould, in his address before 
the N, Y. State Agricultural Society, stated 
that the average productions of winter 
wheat in this State in 1865 was 13,36 bush- 
els to the acre; oats, 17.16 bushels; barley, 
16.27 corn, 28.44; potatoes, 98,86; hay, 

. 0.91 tons. The production upon the farm | 
of James Geddes, and six of h's nearest 
neighbours, was ; of winter wheat, 26 bush 
els to the acre; oats, 50 bushe's ; barley, 
88,12; corn, 45; hay, 2 tons to the acre, 

This shows a difference of nearly one 

half in favour of good farming, which con 
sists mainly in drainage, deeper ploughing, 
more manure, and more thorough cwMtiva- 
tion. The largest item is manure, and this 
pays the farmer better for his labor, and 
increase the value of his farm. Statistics 
show, that the average productio : of farm 
crops decreased from 1855 to 1865, with 
the exception of wheat, corn, and potatoes. | 
ap ar s on the farm of M*. Geddes and 
his neighbors, show an increasing average. 
If the farm crops of the State should be 
brought up to Mr, Geddes’ standard, the | 
yearly increased produce would be worth 
75 willions of dollars.

On enquiry I find that work being 
pushed in all the principal mines—‘ Des 
perado,” “ Ballarat,” “ Cariboo,” “Cooke's,”

In making hay it is important to consider 
that grasses. and other hay-herbage consist 
for the most part of sub perennial, species, 
many of which produce theirseeds and then 
die out, but not being allowed to seed, their

great consequence that grass meyer be al- 
lowed. to ripen, orindeed nearly ripen, seed 
before being. cut, for hay, because by so

Affairs in Mexico, 


A letter from the city of Mexico written 
after the surrender, contains the following 


interesting particulars :— 


Colonel Sanger, of the Republican army, 
He 


arrived here from Queretaro last night. 
saw the execution of Maximilian. He says, 
“when the Emperor came down to the 
Plaza, which was the one where the city 


refuse is thrown, he took a seat on a rude} 


stone bench until after he had seen Gens. 

Mejia and Miramon shot and their bodies 

taken away. He then beckoned to Prince 

Salm Salm, who stood near him, to ap 

proach. He calmly requested this officer 
to give him ‘a good cigar’ inEnglish, He 
lit the cigar and walked erectly and stead- 
ily to the low platform, which consisted of 
a few planks laid upon the deposits of out 

houses, with which this square was covered. 
After asking the sergeant of the riflemen to 
do him the fayor to alm directly at his 
heart, he seated himself upon the stool 
where but a few minutes before hehad seen 
expire two brave Generals whom he loved. 
Casting away his cigar, he told them he was 
ready. Scarcely a minute afterward the 
clang of eighteen rifles was heard, and 
Maximilian was a corpse, without a shudder 
oraspasm. Wehadfought foryears. We 
had suffered in campaigns, but there was 
nota Liberal officer or soldier, there was 
not a spectator at that scene, who did not 

weep.” ‘I do not know,” said the narra- 

tor, “what my countrymen mean. All they 

seem to desire is blood! blood! blood!!! 
T have seen it flowing in all the streets of 

Queretaro, and fairly loathed my land. I 

hesitated fo return to my wife and children, 

whom I had not seen in four years, because 
I knew that the capital of my country was 
to be made as red with blood as was Quere- 
taro.”

But all honest men here 
think and say that it is a nettle crown and 
an infamous drama upon the pages of the 
history of the country.

London: Zimes publishes a return of the 
deatlis of seamen reported by the Board of | 
Trade-as having died in the British mer- 
chant service in the year 1866. The number 
was 4,866, but in 358 instancesthe cause of 
death wasnotreported. The most remark- 
able thing in the return is the large pro- 
portion of the deaths occasioned by the 
feaman’s calling. Half the mortality of 
the year was by drowning. 1,319 men and 
boys were drowned by accident and 1,171 
by wreck. 131 died through falling from 
aloft; 17 through falling down the hold ; 
15 by sunstroke,anc one by lightning stroke; 
6 were frozen to death, and 13 died from 
exporeraito cold ; 8 were murdered and 
Sshot, 25 deaths ure attributed to scurvy, 
146 to yellow fever, 433 to cholera, 41 to 
diarrh@a, 255 to dysentary, 162 to con- 
sumption, 18 to the breach ofthe seventh 
commandment.* More than a hundred 
waysof exit from life are distinguished in 
the return; and the rating and the age ot 
the men who died are recorded.

The Paris Exhibition.

Coming here from 
London, you are at once struck with the 
dissimilarity between the two places; 
everything is entirely different, except the 
multitude which throng the streets, Lon- 
don is a grand, fich old place, the build- 
ings dark, and most of the streets narrow.

~~ 200,000 ENFIELD’ ALREADY CONVERTED.— 


CHANGE IN THE SHAPR OF THE BULLET. 


The Pall Mall Gazette suy :—A sufficient 
number of Enfield rifles have now been 
converted on the Snider system to admit of 
the whole of the infantry at home, a large 
number of the troops on foreign service, 
and the Royal Marines being armed with 
them. Of the naval rifles a good many 
thousands have been converted and issued, 
and the conversion of the Lancaster rifles 
for the Royal Engineers is being proceeded 
with. The conversion of artillery carbines 
on the same system for issue to the Royal 
Artillery has now commenced, and when 
this is completed the cavalry carbines will 
be taken in hand. Tn round numbers the 
arms of all sorts conyerted on the Snider 
system up to the present time amount to 
little short of 200,000, The total number 
set down for conversion in the present fi- 
nancial year is 100,000. We believe that 
the idea of converting the store of rifles in 
Tndia has been abandoned on account of 
the unsatisfactory condition of the arms. 
which are not considered worth conversion. 
Arrangements are to be made, however, for 
the supply of machinery to each Presidency 
forthe manufacture of the Boxer catridge, 
and arms will be supplied trom England.— 
The reliets leaving for India this autumn 
will be armed with the Snider rifle. A 
slight change has been made in the con- | 
struction of the catridge, with a view to 
cheapening the manufacture. The quanti- 
ty of brass in the coiled case has been re- 
duced by nearly one-half, a stout brown 
paper is substituted for the thin white 
paper hitherto employed, the cup at the 
ase is made of thinner copper, and the 
disc at the base is made of iron, instead of 
brass, A material reduction hag thus been 
effected in the cost of the catridges, while 
their efficiency has been rather increased 
than diminished.

The object 
of this change has been to provide a bullet 
suited equally to the short naval rifle with 
its quick pitch and the slow twist Mnflield, 
the present bullet being less well adapted 
for the naval rifle than the original 530 
pan bullets, The ammunition embody- 
ng these improvements will be designated 
Pattern V.; but its introduction in no way 
involves the suppression of preceding 
patterns, every round of which (except & 
few of Pattern I., with the Potet base) is 
perfectly serviceable and trustworthy. ‘The 
reports from regiments as to the working 
and shooting of the arms continue to be 
jn the higheat degree satisfac tory.

Where there are so many objects of in 
terest I find it impossible to describe every 
thing, and will select a few of the most | 
interesting. In my last 1 was speaking of 
my visit to the Tract Society House. For 
Ja little more than a franc I purchased a

interest to christians. The great Mosque 
and Obrist’s Church, (Dr. Giberts Englishi,) 
every house, nunnery and place, with the| 
streets are perfectly represented, Thestable | 
in which our Lord was born 18 said to be} 
brought here; his sepulchre is shown. A| 
young Jew who took greot pains to explain 
everYthing, remarked, the Rabbins believe 
these things, butyou need not. This model 
has been got up at great expense; the 
measurement of it is on a scale of one 
eighth of an inch to the foot. ‘The Mission 
House is a perfect Museum of Pagan Gods} 
and all kinds of work and curiosities. Near | 
this is the chapel, built by the Evangelical 
Alliance Society, a nice plain, neat bnild- 
ing. It was opened by the good Lord 
Sattsbury. Allround the Palace it is like| 
little villages, with lovely walks, fountains, 
flowers, and all kinds of statuary. Next is 
the Turkish establishment, where you can 
be served with everything you wish to buy, 
every description of ornaments, fans 
goods—all Turkish of course. Every 
ish viand you might choose to fancy, you 
can obtain fresh from the hands of a native 
cook. Allaround the place, up stairs, is a 
most gorgeously furnished veranda; in the 
centre is a splendid fountain, and most 
beautiful flewers open to the sky. The 
rooms in this place are divided by magnifi- 
cent curtains, and arefurnished with splen- 
did sofas or lounges and large pillows, 1 
cannot give you an adequate description of 
this lovely place, inside of it and outside, it 
is just as beautiful as you can imagine any 
thing to be. 

The Chinese and Japan departments are 
also very lovely places. In one of these 
were three ladies in fuil dress, covered with 
the richest embroidery, their heads got up 
in the most fantastic manner, and altogeth- 
er they were quite pretty ; we bought some 
of their ‘cartes.’ The Chinese house is a 
most fantastic place, really most beautiful. 
There we had tea made and seryed in their 
own manner, they haye tiny cups in which

GARDENS IN THR Desprt.—The Arte- 
sians wellein Algeira, long attempted with- 
out success, n0w number probably about 
one hundred, delivering five or six million | 
litres of water per hour, and converting 
deserts into gardens wherever they have 
been bored.

PackiNG Burrer ty Sommpr,—A Ver- 
mont butter-maker writes to the N. Y. 
Farmers’ Club, concerning packing butter 
tokeep: Pack it in well-soaked tubs or 
firkins ; put a littledamp salt in the bot- 
tom and place it in a cool dry cellar, on a 
bench of wood 18 inches from the cellar 
bottom, and the same from the wall.— 
Stone or earthenware does not keep butter 
well, as the moisture from the surrounding 
atmosphere in warm weather, condenses on 
such vessels and soon affects the butter.— 
Put no salt on or between the layers. Fill 
to within halfan inch of the top, placea 
clean wet cloth over the butter, pack the 
edges down with a knife, and then spread 
thin. wet salt over ‘the cloth, Having 
made and dealt in butter for some time, I 
can say the aboye mode of packing and 
keeping butter will be useful to many, and 
cause a sitile of delight to the buyer,

voted no taxation, and if they voted for those 
who sustained Mr. Flint, in connection with 
the Railway Bill, voted for Municipal taxa- 
tion, that it would take $1,500,000 to build 
the road, and that if we were taxed for it, 
the farm that pays $40 taxes would have to 
pay $240 a year. Then followed the old 
story of Mr. McDougall’s letters, the dyin 
of the bill in committee, the injury that woul 
have followed had it become law, and lastly, 
that the Bill now stands in the way of a road 
being built. Then another assertion upon 
the conduct of the late Commissioner of Crown 
Lands, who he said had been writing to in- 
fluential persons to oppose him at his election, 
read a correspondence between himself and 
Mr. Campbell in réference to some charges 
which he (Wallbridge,) had made against 
him, and then floundered back into the Rail- 
way question, and told the people that edi. 
torials had been written in Belleville by a 
man who “laid claim to piety,” sent to the 
Cobourg World, and then reproduced by the 
Intelligencer, the editor of which in con 
nection with a ‘pious man in Madoc,” had 
been leasing lands, and who now opposes him, 
The explanation given by Mr. Bowell, to 
which Mr. Thomas Holden attached a certi- 
ficate was false and no truth in it, And to 
cap the climax ‘he read a few letters of intro- 
duction to somebody whose names he did not 
dve, and who were to advance money to 
build the Railway,provided the Red Hematite 
was what it is represented to be, and that 
some person was expected every day to do 
something that was not generally understood, 
but that unknown ‘‘somebody” who has 
been: talked about so long “is coming, and 
said that “Sol Johns had told him that if 
he had allowed Flint’s Bill to pass, he (Johns) 
would never have forgiven him. 

This kind of twaddle was continued until after 
eleven o'clock, when the meeting had dwindled 
down to about twenty-five persons, but as 
soon as he sat down the room began to fill up, 
and calls were made for! Mr. Bowell who was 
present. Upon rising in the hall, Mr. Bowell 
was recelyed with applause. He commenced 
his remarks under disadvantages at that hour 
of the night, but succeeded ia retaining the 
greatest attention for over an hour, when he 
took his seat. He commenced by exposing the 
inconsistency of Mr, Wallbridge upon the 
question of Confederation, in first op OBIn gs it, 
and then voting for it. Defended the late Com- 
missioner of Crown Lands, and contended that

| VISIT. TO MARMORAURON ORE BEDS. 


Marmora, July 28, 1867. 


Left Marmora Village on borseback and 
rode through a wild and desolate region 
for five miles before arriving at the iron 
mountain, which is in fact in the Township 
of Belmont,and the: County of Peterboro. 
There isnot a farm. or a clearing on the 
whole road until we urrive at Boyd's, a 
farm about four miles from. Marmora vil 
Jage. Flat rock and limestone make the 
character of the scenery, The vegetation 
does not speak much in favor of the land, 
}andfire has been at work over the whole 
region, leaving numerous lifeless and black- 
| ened stumps behind it, and en after-growth 
| of dwarfish stunted trees or bushes, dis- 

pleasing to the eye and unprofitable alto- 
gether. On arriving at Boyd’s a change | 
| for the better becomesimmediately evident, 
| the land improves and the wilderness be- 
| gins to smile. On arriving atthe Ore Beds 
a new village comes into view. About 14 
or 15 new frame buildings are 10 sight, 
comprising boarding houses, stores, black 
smith’s shop, taverns, &c. A railroad also, 
with locomotives coughing and screaming, 
with loaded cars behind them and empty 
ones before them. Upwards of 100 men 
are at work, drilling and blasting, breaking 
the ore with ledges, and wheeling it in 
barrows on to the cars, for transportation 


to Cobourg, and thence to Pennsylvania.

Singular Fraud Detected. 


A most singular schome to defraud the 


Railway Passengers’ Assurance Company 
ig narrated by the Hartford Courant. It 
appears that some time in November lust, 
omas ©. Hunt and Dr. Charles F, War- 
ner, of Nunda, N. Y., started on a tour to 
the West, and on arriving at Buffalo pur- 
chased tickets for St. Louis, of James Gra- 
ham, an outside ticket agent, who was 
also agent for the Railway Passengers’ 
Company, and asked them to reuale 
accident tickets. This they refused to do. 
When a few miles west of Eric, a railroad 
accident occurred by which several were 
killed, Hunt among the number. Dr, 
Warner started back with the body, and 
frequently regretted, in the hearing of the 
other passengers, that he had refused to 
purchase accident tickets. But when he 
arriyed at Buffalo another idea seems to 
have struck him, Upon consultation with 
Graham, if was suggested by the latter 
that they “might make a good thing” by 
filling out accident tickets for the dead 
man ‘runt, and ante-dating them; Warner 
at once fel] into the arrangement. Two tick- 
ets tor $3,000 each were made out in Hunt's 
name, and the entries on Graham’s_ books 
were made to appear ail correct. Warner 
then returned to Nunda with the body.— 
Soon after, Graham, to avoid any shadow 
of suspicion that his books hnd been “doc- 
tored,”” made out two more tickets of 
,000-each in Warner’s name, and sent 
them to him at Nunda by a clerk who had 
been taken into the conspiracy. At that 
place the clerk met Mrs, Hunt, Dr. Warner, 
a brother of Mrs. Hunt, and Judge 
Luther ©. Peck, Hunt’s attorney during 
his life,and formerly a member of Congress. 
Lansing, the clerk, demanded $1,000 as 
his share of the transaction, which was al- 
lowed, and the division of the $6,000 agreed 
upon by the conspirators present, no pro- 
yision being made, however, for Graham, 
the instigator of the fraud. Soon after, 
Graham demanded his portion of the spoils, 
but the administrator of the estate, claim- 
‘ing net it was an attempt to extract money 
on false pretences, refused to make any 
division. In the meantime the insurance 
company received intimations that all was 
not right. A detective was set to work on 
the case, and Graham was arrested, com- 
mitted for trial, and released on $6,000 
bail. Dr. Warner was next arrested, and 
to save himself, turned State’s evidence, 
Lansing, the clerk, after a good deal of 
trouble, was arrested at Belle Isle, in Can- 
fda, He also made a full confession. The 
peeiany directly implicating Judge Peck, 
caused that pergon’s arrest, and bis pre- 
ary examination at Buffalo is not yet 
concluded,

prevent such occurrences. Some mowing 
machines are peculiarly liable to throw the 
driver off on going over rough ground, or 
when the cutter bar strikes a fixed obsta- 
cle. They should be avoided by purchasers, 
as any one would any treacherous danger- 
ous thing. When accidents occur and are 
feported in the papers, the name of the 
machine should always be given. We: 
should like to publish a list showing the 
name of each machine in use, and number 
of accidents to those using them, could a 
fairone be made out. Some yearsago a 
lady of Burlington, N. J., invented an ar- 
rangemént for throwing the knives out of 
gear the instant the driver’s weight was 
taken from the seat, There have been sey- 
eral other guards contrived, generally. 
however, not applicable to all machines,’

being thrown to the right side, or forward 
upon the knives, and will in most caseg en. 
ablehim to keep his seat. Properly ad- 
justed it will not interfere with the man-

The ex- 
plorers had to push ice out of the Way of 
their canoes, on Grog or Victoria Lake, on

Wints on Bathing. 


Nearly ail people, and especially the young, 
love bathing during the summer time, and 
it is very proper they should, butit is very 
important that they should be made acquaint- 
ed with some facts necessary to the avoid- 
ance of dangerous results. As for example 
the time when bathing should not be indulg- 
edin. No one, however robust,should bathe 
within'an hour anda half after a full meal, 
nora weakly person within at least two hours; 
because by doing so the functions of the stom- 
ach are deranged at u time when derange 
ment cannot be borne Without injury to the 
whole syetem, No one should bathe immedi- 
ately after fatigue, whether produced by a 
long walk or other exercise ; because the 
inner man is not then in a condition to pro- 
duce the necessary reaction in the circulation, 
which is one of-the grand desiderata in the 
application of cold water to the entire sur. 
face of the body. Congestion of any of the 
vital organs is therefore liable to supervene, 
andin numberless instances death has been 
the result. There is a prevalent notion 
Along people who are not well informed pn 
such subjects, that somehow or other itis in 
no consequence of being overheated that cold 
Water injures one, but such is so far from 
being the case that a fever patient may be 
put into cold, water add derive benefit from 
it, or come reeking from the sweating blank- 
ets and do the same thing without the 
slightest danger. Itis from exhaustion or 
fativue thatthe danger comes, because of 
the inability of the system to produce reac- 
tion, When not moderately warm, or cer- 
tainly when cold, weshou!d not bathe, unless 
it be in warm or tepid water. People gen- 
erally, and especially weakly people, or those 
notin good health, should wet the head, 
lands, and chest previous to any bath. Bath 
rs are very often imthe habit, especially 
when learning to swim, of remaining in the 
Water too long, Whena feeling of chilliness 
comes, or When the teeth begin to chatter, it 
is time to leave the water and take brisk ex 
ércise on dry land. Indeed those who haye 
Such feeliugs may be sure that they have 
staid in the water too long. ‘The morning is, 
no doubt, the best time for bathing, when the 

ody is refreshed by “ Nature's sweet restor- 
er, balmy sleep.” Attention to the above 
remarks will prevent much injury to the 
health, and may save life,

A friend has sent us the He Dispatch, con- 
taining an account of a grand Fenian Ball at 
that place, which was attended’by Gen. Spear, 
Senator Morrison and other Fenian notables. 
The “affair,” so far as numbers and enthusiasm 
were concerned, is pronounced a “grand suc- 
cess.” After the company had “lashing of 
atin’ and drinkin’ and dancin’,” Gen. Spear 
made a speech, in which he said “the cause of 
Trish liberty was never more forward than at 
present ;"" that there was but one Fenian or- 
ganization, and that was the true one under 
the leadership of President Roberts.

Senator 
Morrison is described as having’ made a bril- 
liant effort, but unfortunately the publisher 
did not deem it of sufficient importance to 
publish, for a paragraph significantly states 
(“If "one of the friends of the speakers would 
like to obtain a synopsis of the speeches, he 
can obtain the reporter's copy by applying at 
this office,”) The reporter, however, goes 80 
faras to say that Senator Morrison “informed 
them.that there was a project on foot that for 
magnitude had never been equalled, and ex- 
horied them to give their aid to the cause.”

Gold News. 


To the Hditor of the Daily Intelligencer. 


ELDORADO, July 22. 
Sim,—This morning I had the pleasure of 
examining some of the quartz rock taken from 
the celebrated Richardson gold mine. The 
most of this quartz contains gold. This 
mine was formally opened on Monday last, 
and much, I can assure you, tothe delight 
of the quiet: citizens of Eldorado, who were 
becoming quite despondent of their prospects 
for making a quick fortune, The working of 
the mine is now being carried on with much 
energy, and no doubt before many days elapse 

we will be able to report interesting news. 


The Eldorado Mining Co, are pushing on 
their work with no small amount of energy, 
and up to the present are meeting with very 
satisfactory indications, having obtained al- 
ready some “excellent shows of gold.

The Borland mine or shaft was a few days 
ago purchased by A. M. Ross,’Esq,, for the 
sum of $12,000.. This mine is situated on 
the Moore farm, and is supposed to be on the 
same ledge of rocks as the Richardson mine, 
and is pronounced to be exceedingly rich, as 
nearly all the rocks which have been taken 
out of it are said to be impregnated with the 
precious metal, Mr. Ross is one of themost 
enterprising miners we havein Eldorado, and 
from his well-known ability for business and 
his enterprising spirit, we may predict that 
success will crown his efforts.. An eighth in- 
terest in the mine was, since the purchase by 
Mr. Ross, sold for the sum of $1,500. 

Recently a gentleman of considerable prac 
tical experience as a miner arrived at Eldo- 
rado, commissioned by the British Govern- 
ment to test the quartz rocks, as is generally 
supposed for the purpose of affording some 
definite information to the people at home 
respecting the gold indications of the Quinte 
gold mining district. So far this gentleman 
is very favorably impressed with the indica- 
tions which in every quarter meet his eye, 
and no doubt his réport will make a good im- 
pression on the public mind in Europe, and 
have a beneficial influence upon the people 
here as well.

which yielded by. fire assay one-tenth grain of 
gold, equal to 800 grains per ton of 2,000 lbs, 
value $36 per ton of rock; also yielded 4 
grains of silver, equal to $66 per ton.” This 
mine is situated on lot No. 8 in the Ist con. 
Elzevir, about four miles from Madoc, and 
promises to be one of the richest mines yet 
discovered back here, and no doubt every ex- 
ertion will be made by its enterprising pro- 
prietors to develop its hidden treasures, 

The opening of the Richardson mine has 
had the effect, already, of making matters a 
little more lively than they were a few days 
ago, and I am happy to see that the prospects 
for good times generally are really very 
promising: 

A number of capitalists ara making their 
appearance now in this, the “ Golden City of 
the North,” and as a matter of course specula- 
tion is again running very high, land being 
sold in some instances for very respectable

Riot at St. Hyacinthe, 


The Montreal Gazette of yesterday con- 
tains a lengthy account of a disgraceful 
riot which occurred at St. Hyacinthe on 
Saturday. An excursion party of some 26 
cars left Montreal on Saturday morning, 
and arrived at St. Hyacinthe about half- 
past ten. The party was accompanied by 
a number of rowdies from Griffintown, who 
originated the row. An eye-witness says : 
“T happened to be in the village near the 
railway station when the row began. It 
was cammenced by about forty or fifty 
rowdies who accompanied the excursion 
from Montreal, and who paid their passage 
on the train. They attacked several French 
Canadians in the shed, and when they 
took refuge in the adjacent houses attacked 
them, also smashing and wrecking them to 
pieces. Acton’s Hotel was one of these, 
and was all but torn down. While the 
wrecking was going on, the townspeople 
came up, and a hand-to-hand fight occur- 
red, in which the St. Hyacinthe people 
were driven down the street. At this 
juncture the bell rang, and the volunteers 
came out of their houses on either side of 
the street, ready armed and dressed. They 
formed across the street, and a number of 
special constables formed up in rear of 
them. The volunteers were in scarlet, and 
I suppose belonged to the light Infantry. 
There must then haye been 200. or 300 con- 
stables and townspeople with the volun- 
teers. The Riot Act was then, I believe, 
read, and almost immediately afterwards I 
saw the volunteers, who were about 20 in 
number, fire 2 round of blank end 
and charge with fixed bayonets up the 
street on the rowdies, These broke and 
ran, but rallied near the station, and sud- 
denly made rush and got behind the vol- 
unteers, when another hand-to-hand fight 
occurred between them, the constables and 
the townspeople. While it was progres 
sing, the volunteers formed up in line once 
more and again came to the charge with 
their fixed bayonets which the rowdies 
again refused to face, and fled from, mak- 
ing tracks for the cars. ‘ We forgot to say,’ 
continued our informant, ‘that while the 
hand-to-hand fight was raging in the 
streets, a priest came up and endeavored 
to pacify the townspeople, but they would 
not listen to bim, and unceremoniously 
shoved him aside, A number of respecta- 
ble townspeople who also attempted to 
interfere, were just as, if not more roughly 
treated, I never saw such a hard battle. 
The rowdies stood up to it like men and 
fought like devils. I must say too—it ig 
only diar—that the Canadians fought just 
as desperately and never flinched, But, 
however, as soon 28 the. Irishmen ran for 
| the cars, tho yolynteors and crowd charged 
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after them—the yolunteers with tixed bay- 
onets, and the crowd with sticks and stones 
right up to the cars, which they immedi 
ately assailed. A man was standing peace 
ably by one of them, when one of the 
volunteers drove his bayonet right through 
his extended hand into the side of the car. 
A volley of musketry was also fired into 
the train at this tima by the volunteers. 
They were then quite close up to it. One 
woman, the wife of a Grand Trunk man, 
working at St. Lambert, was shot through 
the lett breast. They must have fired this 
time with ball. Isaw a hole froma ball 
| some time afterwards through one of the 
| panels of acarin the train, and was told 
that a revolver bullet had been picked up 
in another car, Some of the persons on 
the train were hurt by sticks and stones, 
and I really believe that if Mr. Deane had 
not ordered it to start, that a good many 
lives would have been lost, as ths people 
in the cars were beginning to be exasperated 
at the pelting they were subjected to by the 
crowd from the town, and were getting 
out to face it. IThaye not the slightest 
doubt that had they done so they would 
soon have cleared the whole town. The 
townspeople seem to have thought that a 
disturbance would occur during the course 
of the day, and that is the reason! think 
why the volunteers came out of their 
houses ready dressed and armed. It was 
said that the habitants who came to market 
during the day were requested to remain, 
and that special constables were sworn in 
at an early hour, This will account for the 
large number of persons who so speedily 
formed up in rear of the volunteers when 
they were called out. One of the St. Hya- 
cinthe volunteers got his head broke be- 
fore he was ordered out. IJ saw him in the 
ranks with his head bandaged up when the 
company charged up she street, and the 
bandage was covered with blood. The 
volunteers behaved properly when the row 
was going on in the streets, but they had 
no right to fire on the cars the way they 
did, A good many persons were left be- 
hind, and were set upon, but were protect- 
ed by the volunteers, who put them on 
board the express train when it came along 
at night.”

NUMBER IX. 
A VISIT TO THE RICHARDSON MINE. 


For the Daily Intelligencer, 
Srr,—Having had. st length an oppor- 
tunity of paying my long-intended and 
long-delayed visit to this now famous mine, 
and believing that your readers and the 
public generally will be gratified by having 
a plain and unvarnished statement of what 
I saw laid before them, [ shall proceed to 
relate my observations and impressions 
respecting the mine. 

I left Belleville on Thursday last by the 2 
p.m, stage, and arrived at Madoc a little be- 
fore 7 o'clock. After supper I took the stage 
for Eldorado, where I arrived a little after 0 
p.m., and found Mr, Hardin (who'is at 
present superintending the operation of get- 

‘ting the mine opened up and put in work- 
ing order) at the American House, resting 
from the fatigues of the day, and was kindly 
welcomed by him to the infant city. 
’ Early next morning we went up to the 
mine, which occupies the summit of a hill, 
or ridge, that rises to an elevation of from 
eighty to a hundred feet aboye the valley, 
or rather swamp, in which Lower Eldorado 
is situated; for, like some cities of more 
ancient birth, Eldorado boasts an upper and 
a lower town. Over the mouth of the shaft 
is built a house of stout boards, and a little 
below, on the south slope of the hill, stands 
the log shanty of Messrs. Powell and Snider, 
the original discoverers of the mine,— 
Around the whole runs a solid fence of 
cordwood piled some six feet high, and ac- 
cess is given by a gate on the side next the 
village. 

The shatt is entered by a hole some 8 ft. 
by 4 ft. cut in the floor of the mine house, 
a little to the west of the centre, over which 
iserected a stout windlass with two handles, 
from which depend two tubs that ascend 
and descend alternately. After piving a 
glance to the heap of mineral already drawn 
from the mine, I placed my foot in one of 
the buckets, and goon stood beside} Mr. 
Hardin,who had preceded me to the bottom 
of the shallow excavation of 18 ft., which 
has developed such » mass of substantial 
wealth; and it did not take a long exami- 
nation to remove from my mind any linger- 
ing doubt, not of the richness, for that I 
never doubted after the first specimens 
which were shown me, but of the extent of 
the auriferous deposit. 

I had formed an idea, from the accounts 
I received from a few persons who had 
visited the mine previous to the dispute as 
to its ownership, that the gold-bearing rock, 
or dolomite, as it is most commonly called, 
formed a vein of about two feet thick. 1 
found it, however, to measure over six feet 
in thickness, and to be studded more or less 
closely with fragments of gold from the 
roof to thefloor. This yein dips, or slopes, 
towards the North, at an apparent angle of 
from 40 to 42 degrees, and beneath it ex- 
tends the crevice which has yielded such 
an extraordinary rich material. Into this 
opening Mr. Hardin thrust an iron bar up- 
wards of four tect downwards. 

When sinkiog the shaft, an wregular 
opening of some ten or twelve feet diame- 
ter, the original miners had carried it down 
vertically, until they reached the vein of 
talcose slate, which formed the apparent 
floor of the mine, when they followed the

Several times during the day I washed | 
the dirt which adhered to a few of the 
smaller fragments of stone sent up in the 
tubs, and in every instance obtained a fine 
show both of eand flour gold, some of 
the spaugles being of the size of the scales 
of an ordinary perch, or from one to four 
grains weight. Mr. Hardin also got a 
splendid show from the sweepings of the 
floor where some of the stones had beea 
thrown down, 


Altogether, the result of my inspection 
convinces me that the Richardson mine far 
exceeds my highest expectations, and in my 
opinion, gives reason to hope that its extent 
may prove In some measure commensurate 
with its richness. 

Not only the mine itself, but the hill 
upon which itis situated, appears to abound 
in the precious metal. Observing an aban- 
doned shaft, about fifteen yards from the 
present mine, I requested Mr, Wm. Davis, 
barness-maker, of this town, to clescend in- 
to the same, and scrape out a portion of 
loose matter from a small creyice, which I 
observed under a projecting stone, whera 
the earth from the surface could not mingle 
with it. He obligingly did 60, and got 
out as much as filleda small lobster can 
abobt two-thirds full—about three-fourths 
of a pint of dirt. I washed this in the 
presence of Mr. Davis, Mr. Hugh Steyen- 
son, and ethers, and obtained a good show 
both of scale and flour gold. The depth 
from which it was taken was about four 
feet from the surface. 


I paid a flying visit to the mines on the 
Moore lot,the Eldorado, the Courtenay, 
the Borland & Wilcox, and the original 
Moore mine, now the Ross mine. Of these 
I am inclined to think that the two last 
named present the best appearance. 


I also had the pleasure of a short conver- 
sation with Dr. Otway, who is fitting up a 
laboratory at Upper Eldorado, and who 
gives it as his deliberate opinion that there 
does not exist under the sun a country at 
once so rich and so varied in its mineral 
developments as this district of Canada. 


I have only to state further, that I 
brought with me trom the mine a few frag- 
ments of the characteristic black mineral, 
which is known, whether rightly or not, as 
“lignite,” and submitted it to assay. 
The total weight was thirty grains (30), 
from which I obtained one grainand seyen 
tenths (1 and 7-10ths) of gold, or at- the 
rate of 1,569 Troy ounces, value $31,380 
to the ton of 2,000 lbs, reckoning the gold 
at $20 per ounce. 

In conclusion, I have to say that in 
writing the foregoing lines, I liave endeay- 
ored to shake off all the excitement and 
tendency to exaggeration which the con- 
templation of so much wealth is calculated 
to produce, With this view, I haye mainly 
confined myself to stating facts; leaving 1t 
to my readers to draw those inferences, in 
which should I indulge, I should fear that 
my letter would resemble more a chapter of 
the Arabian Nights’ Entertainments than 
what it really is, namely, a p!ain statement | 
of Canadian facts. |

But whatis the use, un—- 
less better protection is afforded than at 
present or than the time when the old fort

“Carlton Fort is superintended by chief- 
trader Arthur Pruden, It is the depot in 
September for all the goods to be used in 
the Saskatchewan region during the ensu- 
ing winter. Considering this, it is really 
very poorly fortified or protected, I be- 
lieve 30 or 40 Indians, well armed, could 
seize this fort with its valuable contents 
in September. Last June (1866) one of the 
Company’s clerks, Mr, Donald McDonald, 
got shot there by the Blackfeet, and though 
he is likely to recover, he has never been 
able to do anything since. The Company’s 
employees are, in fact, entirely at the mercy 
of the Indians, 

“Fort Pitt was partly robbed by Black— 
feet last year, and the hunters living in the 
yicinity were robbed of seven horses, a 
number of carts, and other things, 


“Now, is it not too bad to be thus at the 
mercy of savages? The Company hes to 
pay every scamp among them to keep quiet, 
and when mischsef has been done, the Com- 
pany pays them todo itnomore. Enough 
is spent in this city to maintain forty or 
fifty soldiers at each tort—a torce quite 
sufficient to maintain peace and ovyerawe 
the Indians at present. The Crees are com- 
plaining loudly that their lands are being 
settled upon without being paid for, and 
apply their complaints even tothe mis— 
sionaries. This will yet cause trouble, and 
the sooner some kind of treaty is made the 
better. But who is to make it ? 

“Prince Albert Colony is the Saskatche- 
wan River. Settlement is only beginning, 
but all that is needed to make it a great 
place is to get in people of the right stamp; 
farmers, merchants, stock-raisers, &., Mr. 
chiet-factor Christic has done away with 
the use of spirits in this district in carrying 
on the Company’s business,and deserves cre- 
ditfor it: but some private traders continue 
to bring it in, and work mischief. Some 
of the Company's officers threaten that if 
private traders don’t cease this, they too 
will use liquor, in which case we here 
would have a bad time of it. All would 
suffer—those who sell the liquor as well as 
buyers and innocent on-lookers like your 
humble servant. With the entire exclusion 
of the liquor traffic, the planting of schools 
and churches, and the influx of immigra- 
tion, this noble Saskatchewan county, 80 
richly endowed, naturally would soon at= 
tain a most important position.”
